STANDING APPROPRIATIONS AND RELATED MATTERS2

Section 1. BUDGET PROCESS FOR FISCAL YEAR 2014-2015.3

1. For the budget process applicable to the fiscal year4

beginning July 1, 2014, on or before October 1, 2013, in lieu5

of the information specified in section 8.23, subsection 1,6

unnumbered paragraph 1, and paragraph “a”, all departments and7

establishments of the government shall transmit to the director8

of the department of management, on blanks to be furnished by9

the director, estimates of their expenditure requirements,10

including every proposed expenditure, for the ensuing fiscal11

year, together with supporting data and explanations as called12

for by the director of the department of management after13

consultation with the legislative services agency.14

2. The estimates of expenditure requirements shall be15

in a form specified by the director of the department of16

management, and the expenditure requirements shall include all17

proposed expenditures and shall be prioritized by program or18

the results to be achieved. The estimates shall be accompanied19

by performance measures for evaluating the effectiveness of the20

programs or results.21

Notwithstanding any provision of sections 4.1 and 9F.6 to the18

contrary, for the period beginning April 1, 2010, and ending19

March 31, 2020, whenever the population of any city is referred20

to in any law of this state, it shall be determined by the21

greater of the population of the city as of the last preceding22

certified federal census or as of the April 1, 2010, population23

estimates base as determined by the United States census24

bureau, unless otherwise provided.25

statutory responsibilities. The legislative services agency4

and the ombudsman office of ombudsman shall submit their5

proposed budgets to the legislative council not later than6

September 1 of each year. The legislative council shall review7

and approve the proposed budgets not later than December 1 of8

each year. The budget approved by the legislative council for9

each of its statutory legislative agencies shall be transmitted10

by the legislative council to the department of management on11

or before December 1 of each year for the fiscal year beginning12

July 1 of the following year. The department of management13

shall submit the approved budgets received from the legislative14

council to the governor for inclusion in the governor’s15

proposed budget for the succeeding fiscal year. The approved16

budgets shall also be submitted to the chairpersons of the17

committees on appropriations. The committees on appropriations18

may allocate from the funds appropriated by this section19

the funds contained in the approved budgets, or such other20

amounts as specified, pursuant to a concurrent resolution to be21

approved by both houses of the general assembly. The director22

of the department of administrative services shall issue23

warrants for salaries, support, maintenance, and miscellaneous24

purposes upon requisition by the administrative head of each25

statutory legislative agency. If the legislative council26

elects to change the approved budget for a legislative agency27

prior to July 1, the legislative council shall transmit the28

An19

employee eligible to pursue an administrative action pursuant20

to this subsection who is discharged, suspended, demoted,21

or otherwise receives a reduction in pay and who believes22

the adverse employment action was taken as a result of the23

employee’s disclosure of information that was authorized24

pursuant to subsection 2, may file an appeal of the adverse25

employment action with the public employment relations26

board within thirty calendar days following the later of the27

effective date of the action or the date a finding is issued28

to the employee by the office of the ombudsman pursuant to29

section 2C.11A.

If the public employment relations1

board finds that the action taken in regard to the employee was2

in violation of subsection 2, the employee may be reinstated3

without loss of pay or benefits for the elapsed period, or the4

public employment relations board may provide other appropriate5

remedies. Decisions by the public employment relations board6

constitute final agency action.7

Both 2013 Iowa Acts, House File 575, section 12, which2

relates to sales and use tax technical amendments, and House3

File 417, section 93, the nonsubstantive Code corrections4

bill, amend Code section 423.3(18)(c), to correctly refer to5

the council on quality and leadership in a provision relating6

to a sales tax exemption applicable to certain accredited7

rehabilitation facilities. But because the two bills do so by8

striking different words in that paragraph, the amendment in9

the nonsubstantive Code corrections bill is repealed to avoid a10

codification conflict with the more technical tax bill.11

PUBLIC RETIREMENT SYSTEMS. This division makes12

appropriations for several of the state’s public retirement13

systems.14

Code section 97A.11, making standing limited appropriations15

for the public safety peace officers’ retirement system,16

is amended so that the standing appropriation begins in FY17

2012-2013 instead of FY 2013-2014. This provision takes effect18

upon enactment.19

Appropriations are also made for FY 2013-2014 and FY20

2014-2015 to the judicial retirement system and the statewide21

fire and police retirement system established by Code chapter22

411.23

COUNTY PROJECTS. The bill modifies the definition of24

“essential county purpose” in Code section 331.441, relating25

to general obligation bonds, to specify that public building26

projects meet the definition of “essential county purpose”27

if the principal amount of the bonds does not exceed certain28

threshold amounts based upon the population of the county.29

Current law specifies that a public building project meets the30

definition of an “essential county purpose” if the costs of the31

project do not exceed certain threshold amounts based upon the32

population of the county. The bill modifies the definition33

of “general county purpose” to specify that public building34

projects meet the definition of “general county purpose” if the35
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principal amount of the bonds exceeds certain threshold amounts1

based upon the population of the county. Current law specifies2

that a public building project meets the definition of “general3

county purpose” if the costs of the project exceed certain4

threshold amounts based upon the population of the county.5

SUPPLEMENTARY WEIGHTING FOR LIMITED ENGLISH PROFICIENT6

STUDENTS. Current Code section 280.4 provides funds for the7

excess costs of instruction of limited English proficient8

students above the costs of instruction of pupils in a regular9

curriculum. This funding is provided for a period not to10

exceed four years through assignment of an additional weighting11

of 22 hundredths to each student identified as limited English12

proficient.13

The bill increases the number of years for which a school14

district of residence may include the additional weighting15

for a student determined to be limited English proficient.16

Under the bill, for students first determined to be limited17

English proficient for a budget year beginning on or after July18

1, 2009, the additional weighting shall be included in the19

weighted enrollment of the school district of residence for a20

period not exceeding seven years.21

The bill allocates a certain amount of the appropriation22

under Code section 257.16 for the fiscal year beginning July 1,23

2013, to be used to adjust weighted enrollments of districts24

with limited English proficient students to account for the25

increase in years under the bill.26

The division takes effect upon enactment.27

NEWBORN CRITICAL CONGENITAL HEART DISEASE SCREENING. The28

bill relates to prenatal care including newborn screenings in29

new Code section 136A.5A. The bill requires each newborn born30

in the state to receive a critical congenital heart disease31

screening by pulse oximetry or other means as determined by32

rule, in conjunction with the metabolic screening already33

required. The bill directs that an attending health care34

provider shall ensure that every newborn under the provider’s35
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care receives the critical congenital heart disease screening,1

and provides that that requirement does not apply if a parent2

objects to the screening. If a parent objects, the health care3

provider is required to document the refusal in the newborn’s4

medical record, obtain a written refusal from the parent, and5

report the refusal to the department of public health (DPH).6

The results of each newborn’s screening are required only to7

be reported in a manner consistent with the reporting of the8

results of metabolic screenings if funding is available for9

implementation of the reporting requirement. The provisions10

are to be administered in accordance with rules adopted by the11

center for congenital and inherited disorders, with assistance12

provided by DPH.13

The bill directs that the critical congenital heart disease14

screening shall be included in the state’s newborn screening15

panel. The bill requires the center for congenital and16

inherited disorders advisory committee to make recommendations17

regarding implementation of the screening and the center for18

congenital and inherited disorders to adopt rules as necessary19

to implement the screening. However, reporting of the results20

of the screenings shall not be required unless funding is21

available.22

RIGHT TO CURE —— CLOSED CREDIT CARD ACCOUNTS. The bill23

relates to right to cure provisions under the consumer credit24

code in Code chapter 537 applicable to a credit card account25

that has been closed.26

The bill states that provisions applicable to restoring27

a consumer’s rights under an agreement after a default is28

cured as though no default had occurred do not apply to29

situations where the account in question is a closed credit30

card account. Similarly, the bill also states, with reference31

to the notice of right to cure sample form contained in Code32

section 537.5111, that a notice substantially complying with33

the form suffices for closed credit card accounts, except that34

a statement contained in the form relating to continuation35
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of the contract upon correction of the default as though the1

consumer did not default shall not be contained in the notice.2

PUBLIC SAFETY TRAINING AND FACILITIES TASK FORCE. The3

bill establishes a public safety training and facilities4

task force to develop a coordinated plan amongst all public5

safety disciplines that would oversee the construction of a6

consolidated fire and police public safety training facility,7

provide for the establishment of a governance board for the8

public safety disciplines and the consolidated facility, and to9

establish a consistent and steady funding mechanism to defray10

public safety training costs on an ongoing basis.11

The bill appropriates moneys to the department of public12

safety for FY 2012-2013 for providing administrative support13

to the task force.14

The division takes effect upon enactment.15

CIGARETTE FIRE SAFETY STANDARD FUND. The bill relates to16

moneys in the cigarette fire safety standard fund which is17

a special fund in the state treasury under the control of18

the department of safety. Currently, moneys in the fund are19

subject to appropriation. The bill eliminates the contingent20

appropriation language and appropriates all moneys in the fund21

to the department of public safety. This provision applies22

retroactively to July 1, 2007.23

The bill eliminates the fund on July 1, 2013, allows any24

unencumbered or unobligated balance when the fund is eliminated25

to be retained by the department for purposes of the regional26

emergency response training centers, on an equal basis.27

The division takes effect upon enactment.28
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
